That Acid 


Burns Arc Healing Rapidly; 


Explosion Victim. 


With no infection present, and the 


burned cornea healing 
nicely, hope 


was expressed today that John H. 
Mickley, 18-year-old Gettysburg Col- 
lege freshman, whose left eye was 
burned in a sulphuric acid explosion 
while working in the college labora- 
tory, Thursday afternoon, may retain 
the sight of the injured optic. 


The young man, his physician said, 


is able to distinguish betvveen light 
and dark with the injured eye, and 
this has raised the hope that after 
the burned portion heals, the sight 
may return. No effort has yet been 
made by the attending physician to 
determine the exact extent of the 
burns, because the eye is too sensitive 
to light, and gives Mickley consider- 
able pain when forced open. 


The absence of infection is par- 


ticularly gratifying to the physicians 
and those in attendance upon the pa- 
tient at the Warner Hospital, where 
he was admitted shortly after the 
chemical compound, with which 
was experimenting, exploded.

Mick ley, 18-year-old Gettysburg Col­ 
lege freshman, whose left eye was 
burned in a sulphuric acid explosion 
while working in the college labora­ 
tory, Thursday afternoon, may retain 
the sight of the injured optic. 
The young man, his physician said, 
is able to distinguish between light 
and dark with the injured eye, and 
this has raised the hope that after 
the burned portion heals, the sight 
may return. 
No effort has yet been 
made by the attending physician to 
determine the exact extent of the 
burns, because the eye is too sensitive 
to light, and gives Micklcy consider­ 
able pain when forced open. 
The absence of infection is par­ 
ticularly gratifying to the physicians 
and those in attendance upon the pa­ 
tient at the W arner Hospital, where 
he was admitted shortly after the 
chemical compound, with which he 
was experimenting, exploded.

E. Un­ 
derwood, Adams county farm agent, 
to begin a county cow testing associa­ 
tion June I. 
A cow' testing association, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Underwood, requires 
a 
membership of not less than 25 farm ­ 
ers. 
These men employ a tester, who 
spends one day each month on each 
farm er’s place weighing milk from 
each cow', morning and evening, and 
making butter tests of each cow’s 
milk. The tester also weighs the feed 
each cow receives. 
At the end of the year a record is 
available showing how much has been 
expended on each cow, how many 
pounds of milk and butter fat has 
been produced and the profit or loss 
on each animal. 
'Fourteen Adams county 
farmers 
have already joined the association, 
and others, desiring to becbme mem­ 
bers are urged to send their names to 
Mr. Underwood at once. 
The mem­ 
bership fee is $3, which is -used for 
the purchase and maintenance of the 
cow' testing outfit. 
Each member in 
the association is then assessed $3.75 
a month for the tester’s salary. 
Throughout the state twenty-eight 
testing associations examined 11,086 
cows during March, the monthly re­ 
port of the Pennsylvania State College 
dairy 
extension 
service 
shows. 
Of this number 1865 produced 40 or 
more pounds of butterfat and 2299 
gave over a half ton of milk each. 
Six hundred and ninety-three of the 
40-pound cows topped the 50-pound 
mark and 1231 of the 
10(10-pound 
milkeis passed 1200 pounds. 
The Carbon-Lehigh association led 
the number of 40-pound cows with 111 
and was second in the number of 1000- 
pound milkers with 168. 
The W ar- 
ren-Elk 
association, with 179 cows 
giving 1000 pounds of milk, led that 
group and w'as second with 105 of the 
40-pound butterfat producers. Coven­ 
try association in Chester county test­ 
ed the largest number of cows, 530, 
Central Pennsylvania Guernsey breed­ 
ers being a close second with 526. 
A registered Holstein, owned by W. 
H. Landis, of the Montgomery county 
group, produced 3198 pounds to win 
first place among individual milkers. 
A Landis cow' also was the best but­ 
terfat producer, making 114.9 pounds 
for the month. 
The Carbon-Lehigh 
association again had the highest 10- 
cow average in butterfat, 90.7 pounds. 
REV. MATTERNESS

Two stretches of highway in Adams 
county will be taken over after May 
31, “for maintenance, construction and 
improvement” by the state highway 
department under the provisions of 
the so-called omnibus road bill, ap­ 
proved April 8, 1925, 
by 
Governor 
Gifford Pinchot. 
The two links 
in 
Adams 
county, 
contained in the 
road 
measure, are 
secondary routes and it is considered 
unlikely at the local office of the state 
highway department that anything but 
general survey work will be done in 
the near future on the two sections. 
The two local roads contained in the 
act are described as follows: 
“Route 399. Beginning at Heidlers­ 
burg in state highway 
route 
123 in 
Adams county, and running thence by 
way of Bowlder to East Berlin, and in­ 
tersecting with state highway route 
190; 
“Route 531. 
Beginning at a point 
on state highway route 40 about one- 
half mile south 
of Idaville, 
Adams 
county; thence in a southerly direc­ 
tion, following the old Carlisle and 
Gettysburg road by Gardners’ school 
house and Centre Mills to a point on 
the road leading from Heidlersburg to 
Biglerville known as state highway 
route 342, about 2 ’4 miles east of Big- 
lerville.” 
Improvement Deferred 
Although the act specifies that the 
roads and sections contained in the 
omnibus road bill shall bt* maintained, 
constructed and improved at the ex­ 
pense of the state, it is 
understood 
that no work, other than the usual 
surveying 
of 
newly-taken 
over 
stretches, will be done on the two lo­ 
cal sections this summer. 
A heavy program of road building, 
repair and maintenance is scheduled 
for A d a m s county during the coming 
summer, a ten-mile 
stretch 
in 
the 
upper-end of the county, 
extending 
over the Cumberland county line to 
Mt. Holly Springs, being the largest 
construction job listed 
for building 
within the next several months.
